LARGE  FIRE  OCCURRENCE  (See  pages  24-25) 

Disastrous  fires  spread  quickly  under  conditions  of  drought,  extreme  fire  danger,  and 
accumulation  of  natural  or  man-created  fuels.

ATTAINMENT 

In  1974,  93.7  percent  of  all  fires  were  controlled  at  10  acres  or  less  in  size  on  204  million  acres  of  Forest 
Service  protected  lands.  Less  than  one  percent  were  large  fires  burning  over  300  acres.  These  accounted  for  ap¬ 
proximately  79  percent  of  burned  acreage.  Forest  fires  burned  1.0  acres  for  each  1000  acres  protected. 
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FIRE  PLANNING  COMPLETED  IN  1974 

ON  NATIONAL  FORESTS 


Completed  Fire  Plans  provided  a  standard  of  protection  needed  for  successful  manage¬ 
ment  of  National  Forest  resources  and  are  designed  to  improve  and  protect  the  quality 
of  air,  water,  soil,  and  natural  beauty.  Fire  planning  integrates  a  balance  of  man¬ 
power,  equipment,  methods,  and  facilities  to  provide  protection  at  the  least  possible 
cost,  commensurate  with  values  protected.  Fuel  management  must  be  carried  out  to  help 
prevent  large  fire  occurrence. 

FIRE  PLAN  EFFECTIVENESS 
The  man-caused  "Seep”  Fire  occurred 
June  30,  1974,  on  the  Tonto  National 
Forest,  Arizona,  during  a  time  when 
Regional  fire  suppression  forces  were 
busy  with  over  628  fires.  The  fire  was 
started  by  a  teenage  boy  wishing  to 
attract  help  for  his  seriously  injured 
companian.  The  fire  spread  to  40  acres 
before  initial  attack  forces  arrived. 
Initial  attack  consisted  of  a  3-man 
helitack  crew,  two  large  air  tankers, 
a  6-man  hand  crew  and  a  20-man  Hot  Shot 
crew.  The  3-man  helitack  crew  provided 
first  aid  and  evacuation  for  the  injured 
party.  Immediate  follow-up  attack  was 
made  by  a  second  helitack  crew,  another 
Hot  Shot  crew,  plus  4  more  air  tankers. 
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The  strong  initial  attack  by  helitack  crews,  Hot  Shot  crews,  and  air  tankers  held  the 
fire  to  180  acres.  Without  the  strong  successful  initial  attack,  the  fire  would  have 
devastated  10,000  acres  because  of  extreme  fire  danger,  heavy  brush  and  rough  topography.

Forest  Service  smoke jumpers  made  3,185  jumps  on  768  fires.  Helitack  crewmen  assaulted 
3,901  fires.  Large  helicopters  were  especially  effective  in  delivering  firefighters, 
retardant  and  equipment.  Helicopters  operated  19,865  hours  on  fire  control  activities, 
fixed  wing  aircraft  flew  a  total  of  70,008  hours.  Airborne  units  with  infrared  equip¬ 
ment  continued  to  provide  accurate  fire  location  maps  for  numerous  large  fires.
